IN BREAKFAST INTERVIEW TUESDAY, PRES FORD VOICED "DEEP

NESSEN TOLD PRESS FORD 'LEANING TOWARD" CABINET STUDY 
BY ATTY GEN, SECSTATE, SECDEF, SECTREAS, SECCOMM; ALSO 
WOULD CONSIDER BARRING GUILTY FIRMS FROM BIDDING ON GOVT 
CONTRACTS (SHABECOFF, NYT; ROWE, WP; WSJ). NESSEN SAID 
PRES "CONDEMNS, BRIBERY, PAYOFFS ABROAD "IN STRONGEST

ON PEKING TRIP. WHAT VISIT WILL REALLY COMMEMORATE FOR 
PRC IS COMMITMENTS NIXON MADE IN SHANGHAI COMMUNIQUE - 
MOST IMPORTANT OF THESE, TO CHINESE, BEING PROMISE MOVE 
TOWARD NORMALIZATION RELATIONS. SAYS IN VIEW MOST 
DIPLOMATIC AND SCHOLARLY CHINA SPECIALISTS,
